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A brief Anſwer to the ſoregoing Nameleſs 
BULL of Excommunication. 


Paper bearing this Title, At the Tearly Meeting in London, the 
17thof the 3d Month, 1695. And having at the end of it theſe 
ps pay + words, Signed by the appointment of the Yearly Meeting, 
and in behalf thereof, as their Aft, which « to my certain ibs 
Benjamin Bealing, came to my Houſe, and was delivered to 

ſome in my Family, the 17th of this Inſtant 1695 ; the which Paper 
mentioneth, no ſort of People, nor what fort of yearly meeting it came 
trom ; and tho it is ſigned by one Berg. Bealing, who Gith he ſigned it by 
the apoointment of the Yearly Meeting © et he telleth not what 
Tearly Meeting ) did ſo appoint him 3 and whereas he ſaith to his 
own certain Knowledge, is that enough 2 How doth he make 
It appear to others, that it is to his own certain knowledg ? Is it either 
Chriitian or Human, or agreeable to any civil Conſtitution, or Religious 
Society, to give forth a detanuatory Paper in the Name of a People, and 
not rel who or what that People 1? And tho 1 do not in the leaft pretend 
12norance, ſo as not to know ſome particular perſons who have had a 
main hand in it, and whoſe work principally it 1s ; yet it appeareth not 
whom they mean by what they cail the Yearly Meeting 3 it granted it 
comes from that called the Yearly Meeting of the Veopie calicd Quzkers, 
as whether they mean only tuch a {clect number con!:{ting of two per fons, 
ſent up to. Londen, from every County in Erglana, and 37 ales, or trom e- 
very Quarterly Meeting in the ſeveral Counrres, rogetiier with them they 
call Publick Friends, or Friends of the Miniityy, who attume a Power to 
make Laws, and give forth Edicts or Decrecs to bind and oviige the Con- 
ſciences of all thete many thouſands m the ri;ree Natiuns, ard other pla- 
ces of the World, that go under the outwar:] protethonand detommarion 
of <Luakers, and proteis ro be one Body of People with them, And that 
this ſelc} number of Miniſters, and choſen menuers [ron the feveral Coun- 
tics, who in great part ar: Minilters, ano Yen't.icrs paid oy tne repective 
Counties for that Scryice, and ott deſigne l.y choten to bring way mn 
me-

ſomething contrived beforehand by a particular Cabal of ſome particular 
perſons, excluding generally others of the ſame Profeſſion, whom they 
own to be in Unity with them, from being members in the ſzid Yearly 
Meeting, or from being priviledged to meddle in Church Afﬀairs with them. 
If this 1s5meant by the Yearly Meeting, that hath ſent this Paper to me ; 
I diſown all ſuch conſtitution of a Yearly Mecting, as not only not being 
warranted by Scripture, but contradi&ory thereunto ; and allo ro the re- 
ceived and approved Dodrine in R, B. his Book, called the Anarchy, c&c. 
highly approved by the Principal Teachers and Leaders among the People 
called Bakers, and hath been twice Frinted by them, and great uſe hath 
been made of it, eſpecially againſt ſuch as have diltercd from them about 
ſome particular cales, and circumſtances of Church Diſcipline and Go- 
vernment. For thus he faith, p. 78, 79. (giving ſome of the differences 
betrwixt the Romanifts, and the — of theſe called Proteſtants cn 
the one hand, and the People called Qwakers on the other hand) That 
whereas thoſe in matters of differonce, only allow theſe cf the Clergy, {> call- 
ed, i. e. the VUiniftery, to give a Tudgment with other ſelet] p_ choſen, 
the Pople called Quakers exclude no Member of the Church to give his Tudg- 
ment. See further to the ſame purpoſe, p. 81. 85. And I further ſay, For 
any number of men toaflume a Power, in an afſembly, to extend to all 
others, as __ many thouſands, that what judgment, or ſentence they 
ſhalHpaſs, relating either to things of Religion, or Pericns, ſhall oblige 
the Conſciences of all rlicſe thouſands under the {zine profetnon, or pro- 
feſſed Uniry with them, 1s direAly contrary to that Chriſtian Liberty 
wherewith Chriſt has made every true Chriſtian free, and isa Popiſh and 
Tyrannical Invation, and Ulturpatiun over Mens Contciences, which as I 
have formerly born my Tettimony againſt, ſo I till do. And it is ap- 
parent enough, that ſuch who have given out this Paper againſt we, was 
not any free Meeting, where any that have a mind (owned by rhem to be 
in Unity) might not be preſent,and freely give their Judgment, without any 
Threatning or Terrincation, becauſe, to my certain Knowledg, and Ob- 
ſervation, I ſav the Door of the Mceting, where that called the Year- 
ly Meeting Sate, kept by three or four perſons, that refuſed to let in, 
ome that defired to come in, and yet were owned by them, and it is ſut- 
hciently known, they who keep the Door let in or keep out ſuch as they 
think fit : Burt again, ſuch whom they ler in, if chey be noe of the 
Minittry, nor any of the two cjuſen out of every County, they are al- 
lowed only to be there as ftanders by, and Spectacors, but have no allow- 
ance to give any Judzment in the Cate, which hath been a diſcourage- 
ment to {ome Honelt Friends, owned by the Yearly Meeting as Friends 
_ coming to the Meeting, being only permitted to be there as Ci- 
zhers. 
; And yet further, It is ſufficiently known, the way that thev take, either 
dy per{waſhons or terrihcations to gain the univerſal and unanimous con- 
lezzt of them, called, The Commiſſioners, or choſen Men.bers from every 
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Conuty ; as doch plainiy appear by the late moſt abſurd and inſolent me- 


thod, more like t «niſh Inqni/itien , than a free Aſſembly of ſincere 
Chriitians, they did take with a reacher, one of their Commiſioners, 
or chotzn Members, who having faid in private, out of the Meeting, he 
could ſouner Die, or looſe his Right-Hand, thanſign to a Paper diſown- 
ing George Keith, which coming to their Intelligence, that there was ſuch 
a Pcrion, but not knowing vho he was, they were fo earneſt to find 
him out, that they cauſed call over the Roll, or liſt of the Names of the 
Pcrſons ſent from the reſpe&ive Counties, to find out this perſon, ask- 
ing thcm one by one, to find him out, and the poor man, not daring to 
ly:, owned he was the Perſon, and being terrified, leſt he ſhould be ſe- 
verely proceeded againſt by them ; he came (with ſome others to be 
Watneſles to his Recantation) and diſowned to me what he had formerly 
laid, tho a few hours before, he profelſed to great a concern and tender- 
nets ot Conſcieuce towards me. This paſſage is ſo conſiderable an ad- 
vance towards the erecting the Spaniſh Inquifition among the Quakers, that 
I hope ſome will be awakened to take notice of it, and withſtand it. 

And laſtly, Whatever they may boaſt of their AR againſt ms, as being 
the unanimous Act of the Yearly Meeting; yet ſeeing many preſent, 
owned to be Friends in Unity with them, gave no ſignification of their 
owning that ſentence ; and I am loth to be fo uncharitable as to think 
they did own it, not being ſo much as enquired, whether they did or 
not, being conſidered as Members; and that divers, ſome whereof I 
have a certain knowledg, did voluntarily and purpoſely abſent from the 
Meeting, left any ſuch thing ſhould be required of them, as to own ſuch 
an unrighteous AR, tho it had been more Noble, and more like a free 
Chriſtian Spirit purpoſely to have come (if they had found entrance) and 
Witnciled againſt it : But what the defign of this Omiſſion is for them, 
to ſend forth a namelels Paper againſt me, which is to go over all places 
of the World, where the People called Quakers have their Meetings, de- 
claring it to be their ſenſe, That I ought not to Preach and Pray in any of 
I riends _—_—_— nor be owned and received as one of them 3 ye ſee it 
is of an univerſal extent, without all Limitation of places, whuch is to 
make cheir Yearly Meeting at London, conſiſting of a tew particulars, as 
Liniverſal as the Church of Rome maketh her elf to be ; I (ay, it is wor- 
thy « f enquiry what the delign is, that ſuch an Edi& or Sentence ſhould 
go trth againſt me, from an Aſlembly or Meeting, who give themſelves 
no particular deſignation, Name, or Denomination of diſtin&ion from 
other People, Is it not this plain Evidence wn matter of Fa&, that this 
their ] ex__ or Sentence againſt me is a work of Darkneſs, a&ed and 
brought forth in the Dark, notwithſtanding all their high pretences to 
the light, and to at and do all in the light ? Is it not a Birth without a 
legitimate Father, a Nameleſs Child, having no proper Name to di- 
ſtinguiſh ir, as Baſtards frequently and Fondlings, have no proper Names 
whereby to know their true Fathers ? 


As 
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As for the Contents of the (aid Bull, as it is namele(s, (o it may be ſaid 
to have neither Horns, nor Teeth, nor any thing of juſt matter or (ub- 
tance, which they in particular charge againſt me, conſiſting almoiſt 
wholly in bare generals, which prove nothing . They alledg they are 
fatisfed, both by my printed Books, and other outward Evidences, 
with reſpe& to matters of Fa&, and by that Divine ſence, &c. That the 
aid George Keith hath been of late, and yet is ated by an unchriſtian 
Spirit. But this is only ſaid, but no paſſages in any of my Books 
brought againſt me, to ſatisfy atlyy moderate inquirer, nor any outward 
Evidence, withreſpe& to matter of Fa&, {o much as alledged to prove 
their general Charge ; and as for the pretence to a Divine ſenſe, it is but 
vain and preſumptuous, ſo to judg a Man to be of an uuchriftian Spirit, 
without external Evidence in matter of DoQtrine and Fact brought againſt 
me,noneof which they have brought. And ſeeing by that which they call a 
Divine Senſe, they have faltely and my judged me, without giving 
any proof of their charge. I am bold and free in my Spirit to ſay 
their Senſe is not Divine, but Carnal, and Senſual, for no Divine Senle- 
will lead any man, or men to be falſe Accuſers. But whereas they lay, 
the Divine Senſe in the openings of the Heavenly Life, ran, as a mighty 
ſtream, through the Meeting, they writ nonſenhcally, contounding the- 
Life, with the (ence that the Life gives, for it is molt improper to ſay,, 
Fhat mens (cnſe runs through a Meeting, tho the Life that gives it doth 
in the Afſembly of the Faithtul.as it ſealeth to a Righteous Judgment; but 
this thetr Judgment being unrighteous, it hath neither the Divine Lite nor 
Senſe to teal zt, but that a Power of Darkneſs might run through the 
Meeting, and deceive many by its falfe appearance of Life, is probable. 

In my Paper I delivered to them at their Meeting, I demanded them 
to let me know what they had againſt me, cither in Do&rine, or Man- 
ner of Life and Converfation,and was moſt willing to have been brought 
to a Trial before them, making my jult exceptions againſt ſome yarng, 
from beg either Evidences againft me, or Jorg m the Cale, becauſe 
of their known Prejudice ; but without all due Tryal. they have given 
out this Namelefs Bull againſt me, having nothing of any real ſubttance 
or matter of jult occaſion againſt me; and therefore it is but waſte, either 
of Time or Paper, to give them any other but a general Anſwer. to 
their bare general Charge, having ſufficiently, by way of Anticipation, 
to this their raſh and imprudent Ae, as well as injurious, cleared my (cf. 
ofall theſe general Charges they caſt upon me, in my Paper I delivered to 
them at their Yearly — _ inthe brief Narrative ofthe chiefang moſt. 
material Paſſages of diſcourſe that paſſed betwixt ſome of them and me in. 
the ſaid Aﬀecting at two ſeveral times, both lately Printed together, 
wherein I anſwer at length to their general and indefinit Accutation, 
That | have not followed the Chriſtian Advice and Judgment of the laſt 
Yearly Meeting; but if they had not been Contcious to themſelves, that 
that part of it I did not follow, and for which they have given out A 4 
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raſh, and injurious Sentence againſt me, was unchriſtian ; why did they 
not particularly,and diſtintly mention that Adviſe, * Which was to clear 
* the Body of the People called Quakers, and their Minfters from the 
* groſs Errors charged on ſome in Ameriea, which I havewith a good Con- 
ſcience refuſed ro do, becauſe to my certain knowledg, and which I of- 
tered at their Meeting, to prove ſome of their chief Teachers, preſent in 
the ſaid Meeting, are guilty of divers of the ſame groſs Errors charged 
on (ome in America, and which I have in part ſufficiently demonſtrated 
in Print, in that called a Liſt, 

And as I have occaſion, may further demonrate out of their own 
Printed Books. Bur'let none think ſtrange that I have not made this 
diſcovery of their groſs Errors till now, at leaſt fo to expoſe them in 
Print, for I fincerely declare that the worit and grofleft fort of their Er- 
rors, whoin 1 now expoſe to publick view ; I did not know they were 
guilry ot them, or that they were to be found in their Books but of lave 
times, and atcer I had di!covered them, to my own certain knowledg, I 
was willing to exerciſe Chriſtian Parience ; if by any means,they might 
have been pz>\waded, to have Correfted them, having privately warned 
and admoniſhed ſvme of them, and having alſo at divers times m a gene- 
ral way of Teltimony in their hearing, ; 4 againſt theſe Errors. 
But in ftead of their hearkening to my Teſtimony, and amending theſe 
Errors, they became my Enemy for telling them the Truth ; anq4 now 
they having cut oft all hope or expectation, that they will receive any 
brotherly Advice trom me, by this their moit Hoſtile way of appearin 
againſt me, I am conſtrain'd thus to appear, not in any Enmity againt 
them, but in Love to the Truth, and the Honour of it, which I ought 
to Love and Honour above afl men, and alſo in Love to the Souls of ma- 
ny ignorant perſons, whom they have Blinded and Darkned, and led in- 
to theſe grols Errors, to the great danger of the Salvation of their Souls 
that they might be undeceived. And whereas they make it a matter 0 
Accuſation againſt me, that I denied that Paper, called A true Account, 
which they call The Chriſtian Advice and Judgment of the Tearly Meeting, 
ro be the Judgment or Senſe of the Yearly Afeeting, aſhrming that Meer- 
inz that gave it forth, not tobe the Nearly Meeting, but a Party or Fact- 
101, Which is the only true particular thing thar 1 obſerve in all their 
Nameleſs Bull, that they bring againtt me. Is this fo hainous a matter, 
to delerve Excommunication, and totally to be Rejected and drowned, 
not only as a 4£niſter, but as one of that People. We ce to what a great 
height they are come to, in a ſhort time, Rome did notarii: ty that height 
in Full ten times the length of time, that this which call-:}: it tclt the 7ea- 
ly Meeting, and Church of Chritt, hath raijed it (cit unto, withia rhe 
ſpace of a few years ; So that if a man will but ſpeak a word concerning 
the Tearly Meeting of the People called Quakers, 'i rat it is n2? a fice 
Meeting not duly conſtituted, tho he can ever lo Evideiicly prove, as I 
ave done ſufficiently, no I:{s cenſure ſhall pals Cn lum than an Excom- 
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munication, and off-cutting. But thanks be to Gcd, whatever humane 
Authority they ulurp, to cut me oft from ſome particular vitible Meet- 
ings or Perſons, they have no Divine authority or Power, to cut me off 
either from Chriſt, or his faithful Followers, and their Bull is but an 
empty blaſt of Air, that hath not killed, nor I hope ever ſhall kill the 
Life of my Soul, or that Holy Fellowſhip, I have had, and ſtill have with 
a faithful and f:incere Remnant among that People ; and for all their 
emnity hatred,reproaches, revilings, curſes, woes and plagues that they 
have pourcd our againſt me, in publick Meetings, both in Preaching 
and Prayer, acted to beſure by an uncbriſtian Spirit, I return them Love 
and Goodwil, blefling for curling, good for evil, earneſtly Praying that 
God may give them Repentance, and Forgiveneſs, for this their un- 
chriſtian way ot Proceeding againſt me, and for all their other Errors, 
and that they may be recovered both out of the many groſs Errors, they 
are held in, by the power of Darkneſs, notwithſtanding their high pre- 
tences to Light; and alſo out of their height of Pride, and ſelf Exaltati- 
on, which God in his great mercy grant, if it be his bleſſed will; and ir 
is my great comfort, that notwithſtanding their great Provocations, I 
never Fic a Curſe, or any thing like it, either in my mouth, or heart a- 
gainſt any. And they may be greatly aſhamed to accuſe me, in this their 
nameleſs Bull, as they do; if they were not greatly hardened , that I 
have been very troubleſome, and burthenſome to Friends in publick, 
meetings, fince the lait Yearly Meeting, which being but a bare general 
without mentioning any particular words or deeds, or geſture, wherein 
I was ſuch, I might reject as little worth noticing, 

But I cannot well ler pals their exceeding great Partiality, in taking 
nonoticeot the great Abuſes, and moſt unchriftian uſages I have re- 
ceived from time to time, from ſome of their chief Preachers by moſt 
uncivil Interruptions, contrary not only to the Goſpel-order, but to 
the Law of the Nation, whereas none can truly ſay, that ever I inter- 
rupted any ot them ; allo by their moving - the Now to Preach and 
Pray, and moving one another, and fo cloſely ſpeaking one after another 
on purpoſe to Exclude my Teſftimony ; and their moſt bitter Reflections, 
Revilings, Reproaches , falſe Acculations, falſe Prophecies and Curſes 
that divers of them have poured out againſt me, as particularly Charles 
Marſhal, W. Pexn, I. Bingley, and 7, Rk both in Preaching and 
Prayer; and tho G. /'hitchead hath carried it a little more ſmoothly, 
than thoſe others, yet his prejudice hath (ufficiently vented it {elf alſo a- 
gainſt me in publick Meetings; yea, even in Prayer, and ſuch profanati- 
onsof Prayer im the pretended Everciſe of their Extemporal Gift, aflum- 
ing a moſt finful liberty ro vend their finful paſſions, and animotities 
againſt them, at whom they are prejudiced, as it is abomination in the 
fight of God, lo it is moſt loathſome and oitentive to Men of tender Spi- 
rits, and giveth to many occaſion to lay, a ſet Form of Prayer,is leſs of- 
fcnfive, and more Editying than w__ pallionate Raplodicachattoo many 
5 ule, 
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uſe, and yet do call them Praying by the Holy Spirit. But whatever pre- 
rences theſe men. have againſt me, who have publiſhed this Namelels 
Bull, in accuſing me ot being Contentious, cauting Divifions Seperati- 
ons and Breaches among Friends, and other bare general, but falie Char- 
ges, which require no particular Aniwer, the bottom and foundation of 
all this, and of my being thought ſo burdenſom and troubleſome to. 
them in Meetings, is becauſe they cannot endure found Doctrine, elpe- 
cially their deep prejudice againſt my frequent Preaching the great ne- 
ceſlity of Faith in Chrilt Crucihed, as necetlary to Regeneration, Juſtiti- 
cation andeternal Salvation, and alto the Reſurre&ion of the Dead, and 
Chriſt's coming without us, in his Glorited Body, to Judg the Quick 
and the Dead ; all which have ſeemed as new and ſtrange Do&rin to 
them, and ſome have more dire&tly, and ſome more indirectly oppoſed 
it, and about the time of rhe laſt Yearly Meeting, William Edminſon at 
the Bull and Mouth, in the hearing of hundreds, as well as in my hear- 
ing, boldly affirmed, It was not needful to Preach Chriſt's Death ana Suf- 
ferings in Friends Meetings, William Penn lately affirmed at Ratcliffe- 
Alceting, (where he falſely accuſed meto be an Apoitate,) That Friends 
ſee not cauſe to Preach that Dotlrine much, becauſe all England and Chri- 
ftendom, have an Hiſtorical Belief of Chriſt's Death, an4 Safferings, and it 
doth not profit them ;, and as it was the Diſpenſation of the Apoſtles to Preach 
Chriſt outwardly, it is our diſpenſation to Preach him inward!'y. W. Bingly 
hath Preached, That People that come to Meetings generally believe well 
enough in C| brift without, but they want to have Chriſt Pre:ched within, that 
they may believe in him within; thus making two Faiths. And to the 
{ame purpoſe hath Charles Marſhall frequently Preached ; and alſo ſeve- 
ral times he hath ſaid in Publick Meetings, It «5 mot needful for a Man to 
ſtand up, and Preach roy s Death and Sufſferings from Morning to Even- 
ing, ſeeing it was generally Believed, And alfo ſeveral times he Preach- 
ed in publick Meetings, as at Grace-Chwrch-ſtreer, and at Devonſhire-houſe. 
That the Conſcience muſt firſt be purified, before Faith can be received. 
Which falſe Do&rine I did ſeveral times contradi& in publick, by ſhow- 
mg that by true Faith the Conſcience is Purged, and they go along toge- 
ther and by the Lively Exercite of Faith, the Conſcicnee is gradually 
Purged, and not all at once, And 7»bn Gratton (aid about the time of the 
laſt Yearly Meeting, in the Publick Meeting in Grace-Church-Street, To 
velieve that _ ed, was the Drunkaras Faith, an4 the Vi horemongers 
Faith; adding further, That none had Benefit by Chriſ:'s Death, but ſuch 
as are Dead with Chriſt. 

And thus generally they Declare their great ignorance of the true Faith 
of Chriſt's Death and futterings, Reſurrection, and Alcention, and Inter- 
celhion, making it only an Hittorical and Literal Faith ; whereas as there 
15 an Biftorical and Literal Faith only of it, that Drunkards and ill Livers 


may have, as they may have of Chriſt with Notionally and Hittorically, 
{9 there 1s a living etlc&ual Faith of Chritt's Death and Sutterings, 
wrought 
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wrought by the Living Power of God in the Hearts of ſincere beitcvers, 
which Power doth in God's ordinary way accompany the {incere Preacli- 
ing of the Goſpel, even outwardly, and other outward helps, and mcans 
ot Juſtification, and all men have a Benear by Chriitt's Death and Sutter- 
ings, to wit, a day of Viſitation, and any Light and Grace that 1s im- 
wardly given to men, and the way and minner to come to witnels a 
Dying and Rilting with Chritt, is to believe by the Operation of the $p.- 
rit of God, that Chriſt Died for Mens Sins, and Role again, and to be- 
lieve that great Love of God, that he ſpared not his Son, bur freely gave 
him for us,and alfo to believe the great Love of Chritt, who freely gave 
himſelf for us, by which Faith men come to Witneſs a being Dead with 
Chriſt, and allo a being Raiſed with hmm ; and fecing thus true Faith 1s 
wrought in God s ordinary way by Preaching, therefore the true Faith 
of Cliriit's Death and Sufterings ought tobe one of the firſt and chietett 
things that every true Miniſter ought to Preach, and build up his hearers 
in, m order to bring them to Communion with God, and Chritt in $pi- 
rit; and that they may witneſs God and Chriſt, to dwell in them, and 
rule in them. 

Another great cauſe of their paſſing this unjuſt Sentence againft me, 1s, 
That I refuted to call in the Book Printed fince the latt Yearly Neweting, 
called, The Caxnſeleſs Ground, wherem 1 expoſtulate the cate, not eniy 
with reſpect to their too great connivance of the vile and grois Errors, 
whereof I proved ſome guilty in Penſilzania, owned by them to be ther 
Brethren, but alſo, with reſpe&t to their Connivance at, and covering the 
evil practiſes of their Perſecuting Frethren there, and their moſt ilicgal 
and arbitrary Proceedings againſt me, contrary to the Fundarinental Laws 
of all Nations, to the 7 i. of my Lite, as well as of my Reputation ; 
for the more particular account whereof, I refer the Reader, to the above 
cited Book, called, The Carnſeleſs Gronnd, and my Printed Aniwer to their 
Proclamation, and alſo to the Printed Tryal, relating to Th. Bad and 
me, in the Book called, New-England s Spirit of Perfieation, &c. And 
all this they have paſled over, both in their former Yearly Mecting, 1644. 
and alſo in this laſt, 1695, without the leaſt centure, a tuthcicnt Evi- 
dence of their partiality, and that a prevailing Faction, or Party of cor- 
rupt Men, ruleth in that called the Yearly Meeting, ani that theretore 
what Edict, or Judgment goeth forth from that pretended Yearly Meet- 
ing, ought not to - called the Act, or Judgment ot the Body of that 
People, it being ſufficiently known that many, cven owned by them, as 
their Brethren here in England, and elſewhere, have greatly been dullaciſ- 
hed withthe Periecution railed againſt us by them in Perſi/vaniz, and have 
declared againſt it, as well as their other Proceedings. And had all there 
preſent at the Yearly Meeting, fo called, been unanimous im their unjuſt 
Sentence againlt me, and ten times more a greater Number with them ; 
pea, GR they can get this their unjuſt Sentence agamitt me, confirmed 
y all their Quarterly and Monthly Meetings im £zg/and, w hich yet I think 
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ie will be a very hard, if not impoſſible thing for them to obtain, yet this 
doth not prove that they are not a Fation or Party, ſeeing it is ſuthciently 
known, that for many Years paſt, there hath been a Breach amonglt the 
People called Qxakers, in relation to the Church Government ot Wo- 
men, and other Circumſtantial Things, impoſed by a Party among them; 

Now of them, of the other fide, that oppoſe ſome humane Impoſiti- 
ons, called by ſome of the Impoſers, but civil things, as many do 
well own, and approve me in my publick Teſtimony againit the vile Er- 
ors, he!d by ſome of the contrary part ; ſo I know not any that diſown 
me, or that approve of this Sentence, that this Party that call themſelves 
in{22nicely, the Yearly Meeting, have given againſt me, and yet there is 
a coniud-<ravle number and body of them, 

And latly, Whereas they ſeem to blame me, for my departing out of ' 
their Yearly Meeting, before the further ſenſe and Judgment of the Meet- 
ing could bz given me, which they fay I did in a very angrv manner. But 
they ſhould have ſaid divers of them, particularly George V Vhitehead and 
FYAlL Penn did in a moſt angry manker, moſt unjuſtly and fallly accuſe 
me, and behave themſelves moſt unchriſtianly towards me, as will ap- 
pear by the Printed Narrative I have made publick, and I know no un- 
due or unlavory Expreſlion (which they only Charge me with in general) 
I uttered among them, the greateſt paſſion I was in, was that of Grief, to 
ſee their moſt unjuſt and inhuman proceedings ; and I remember not in 
the leaſt, that the Meeting, or any in the Mecting defired me to ſtay, af- 


ter I role up to go, and therefore I ſee not, why I ſhould be blamed for 

oing, having no occaſion to ſtay longer with them, nor any expeRation, 

they would hear my juſt Complaint, or | me any Tryal, but as it hath

come to paſs as I expected, they would, have condemned me without any 


Tryal, fair or unfair.
